Rev. Victor Gelhaus, O.S.B., Finds 
Great Interest in Second 
Annual Meeting 



Catholic students definitely are in- 
terested in preserving world peace. 

The Reverend Victor Gelhaus, 
O.S.B., professor of history at St. 
Benedict’s college, Atchison, Kansas, 
reached that conclusion about a month 
ago when he started the work of or- 
ganization for the second annual Stu- 
dent Peace Federation meeting in the 
western nrea. When acceptances of 
invitations to participate in the meet- 
ing began to pour in, Father Victor 
discovered that some of the delegates 
would have to be refused topics if the 
meeting would be kept a one-day af- 
fair. The meet is tentatively sched- 
uled for March 6, Saturday. 

Nine To Be Represented 
Eight colleges and one university, 
Creighton, wrote that they would 
send speakers to the meeting. Re- 
ports reached St. Benedict’s that so 
much interest in the conference was 
aroused in the various colleges that 
elimination contests were being held 
to determine which students would be 
chosen as delegates. 

Those schools sending delegates are 
Conception college, Conception, Mis- 
souri; Creighton university, Omaha, 
Nebraska; the St. Mary college, Leav- 
enworth, Kansas; Marymount college, 
Salina, Kansas; St. Joseph college, 
Hays, Kansas; College of Paola, Pao- 
la, Kansas; Rockhurst college, Kan- 
sas City, Missouri; Mt. St. Scholastics 
college, Atchison, Kansas; and St. 
Teresa's college, Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. 

Father Victor reported recently 
that because of the number of col- 
leges participating all the topics were 
assigned and none were left for the 
St. Benedict’s delegation. They must 
be content with participation in the 
discussions which are scheduled to 
follow each topic. 

Purpose of Organization 
The Student Peace Federation is a 
branch of the Catholic Association for 
International Peace. Tire organiza- 
tion was conceived to "study, dissem- 
inate and apply the principles of na- 
tural laws and Christian charity to 
international problems of the day,” 
with a view to bringing about world 
peace. 

The delegates to the convention 
from St .Teresa’s college will be select- 
ed next week.
